Each tow'nshfp holds its own “ get

After these 
cowpeas have °rown a few weeks and 
been pastured or cut that field goes 
back into wheat again this fall, ticher 
because of its cowpeas experience and 
minus the growth of foxtail and crab- 
grass which mark so many of this 
year's wheat fields.

M an Power and Coal Power. 
Does any one realize the power of 
coal as a worker? 
A man was set to 
work to pump as hard as he could rfll 
day, and at the end of ten hours It 
was found that be had done just as 
much work as a little less than two 
ounces of coal could do. 
Taking all 
the energy put forth by a hardw ork­ 
ing man during one whole year, the 
same amount of force would l>e fur­ 
nished by thirty-six pounds of good 
coal, or say forty pounds of average 
coal. 
Of course even in our best en­ 
gines the greater part of the working 
energy of coal Is wasted. 
But even 
if only one tenth Is turned to account 
one and a half hundredweight of coal 
is equal to a man working 300 days 
of ttie year. 
A horse can do as much 
work as ten men. hut one and a quar­ 
ter pounds of coal have ns much work­ 
ing force as a horse expends in one 
day. 
So that a ton of coal, if we 
could use all Its force, would do as 
much work as six horses working fof 
s whole year. 


A n Ingenious “Fire Box.” 
A very simple but nevertheless ef­ 
fective method of making fire is used 
in the Arfak mountains, in 
Dutch 
North New Guinea. 
The natives cut 
a section of bamboo, usually about 
nine loches long by two inches in di- 
arpeter, and into this are put a supply of 
tinder and a small fragment of any­ 
thing hard, preferably a piece of china 
if the natives can get hold of it. 
The 
tinder is covered from the wet by a 
piece of hark, and the “fire box” is then 
ready for use whenever it is wsnted. 
To get a light the native merely takes 
the piece of china and a lump of tin­ 
der between his thumb and first fin­ 
ger; then, holding the bamboo in his 
left hand, he strikes its surface sharp­ 
ly with the china, causing a spark, 
which soon Ignites the tinder. 
Even 
the white m an soon acquires the knack 
of doing this, and the process is much 
more effective and infinitely less labori­ 
ous than the usual method of produc­ 
ing fire by friction.—Wide World Mag­ 
azine.

August 17.—Among the most , 


interesting but least visited of the 


many museums of Paris, is that re­ 


cently opened at police headquarters 


on the initiative of Louis Lepiae, the 


popular prefect of police. 
The interesting relics include many 
of great historic interest,

revolutionary epoch furnishes a large 
share. Side by side are the warrants 
for the arres’, of the celebrated chem ­ 
ist, Lavoisier, for whom the “republic 
had no use,” and Madame du Barry. 
In another case is the document relat­ 
ing to the arrest of the actors and ac 
tresses of the 'theatre Franca’*, July 
3, 1793, among them the celebrated ac* 
tresses, Lange and Raucourt, about 
whose famous charms the austere “de­ 
scription of the accused” is charac­ 
teristically silent. 
A cynical official has groaned to- 
gether the warrants for the arrest of 
the Girondina Vergnlaud, Valaze and 
Ceusonne. who left their cells only to 
appear before the revolutionary tribu* 
nal and the inevitable 
sequel,

sent Her­ 
mann himself to the guillotine a few 
days later. 
A little further on is the prison en­ 
try of Damien, “the frightful assassin 
of our beloved king.

In the west pull their main line trains

Chicago Is 
only about 000 feet above sea level 
and Pittsburgh but a hundred feet ! 
higher. 
Philadelphia ranges from sea 
level to a height in its suburbs of some ; 
300 feet. 
Minneapolis, near the head 
of the Mississippi, has an elevation of I 
less than 1,000 feet, and various parts 
of New Orleans, at the mouth of the 
great river, are recorded in the gov­ 
ernment tables as having elevations of j 
from one foot to fifty feet. 
St. Louis 
lies about halfway between these ter­ 
minal cities. 
Montana is away up, with its lead­ 
ing city perched at the elevation of the 
highest peaks of the Adirondack moun­ 
tains. In Denver there is a mark near 
the state capítol which is just one mile 
above sea leveL—New York Sun.
